coordinated by Mr. Joseph Wiedenmayer. 
Several retired professionals and 
volunteer assistants, composing the 
Hearing Disability Task Force, will 
concentrate on uncovering the prob- 
lems of hearing aid users. Their 
findings will ultimately be reported 
to the consumer through a special 
report prepared by the Retired 
Professional Action Group.
